Election Case No. 9 of 1924. 

Khan Bahadur Abdus Salam 'j 

versus V of Jessore town. 

Maulvi Rafiuddiii Ahmed j 

Report. 

This is an election petition of Khan Bahadur Abdus Salam against the election of 
Maulvi Rafiuddin Ahmed lu the Bengal Legislative Council from the North Jessore 
Muhammadan Constituency. The petitioner and the respondent were the only two can- 
di<late8 from the constituency. The respondent was elected by a majority of 3S. The 
allegation of the petitioner was that on 7i] ballot papers the votes were recorded in his 
favour but they wer«* improperly ri‘jecto<l by the Returning Officer on the ground that 
they were not marked with the secret official seal indicative of the Bengal Legislative 
C’ouncil. It was asserted and it has not been denied that by some mistake or other these 
ballot papers had been stampoil with the official secret seal indicative of the Legislative 
Assem^^ly instead of the o/licial secret seal indicative of the Bengal Legislative Council. 
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The petition of electioi) was published in the GalcuUa Gazette of the tJtli February 
and was fixed for hearing on the 2lst February 1924. On that date there was no appear¬ 
ance on behalf of the respondent. We thereupon heard the learned Counsel appearing for 
the petitioner and inspected the ballot papers and other papers relating to the election 
which we obtained from the Secretary, Bengal Legisjative Council. We were desirous of 
knowing how the mistake had occurred ami we postponed our consideration of tlie cas>‘ 
until we saw the correspondence on the subject which was saiil to have passed Ix-tween 
the Returning Officer and Coverninent. The case was adjourned to the 27th February. 
On the previous day the respouiilent had appearetl and bad asked for time to tile a written 
statement, alleging that he liad a virulent attack of asthma. This petition w^as pressed 
before us on the 27th February. It transpired during the disciission of the case that the 
respondent had actually resigned his seat. The respondent was tliereupon asked to giv<‘ 
his deposition. It appeared from his deposition that he was aware of the petition and 
the date of hearing ami that he b*ft the case to be decided by the Commissioners under 
the idea that they would examine the materials and give their decision. It also appi*arHU 
that the respondent, though ill, was not so seriously ill as lo be unable to appear before ns 
or inform us wdiutbis answer was as to the allegations of the petitioner. Tlie respondent 
had obviously changed his mind. W’e held in these circuni.stances that no case of 
extending the time liad been made out and we rejected his prayer for an adjournmept. 

Tho respondent filed a written statement. It duos not make out a case for an enquiry. 
Briefly the written statement amounts to this that tho respondent suspects some foul play 
at the polling station of Mahainadpur where these votes were recorded. In the first place 
mere suspicion is not enough. In the second place the idt?a of a plot must lie discarde<l 
since it resulted in the respondent’s favour. Then it appears that ilie polling oibcer has 
admitted his responsibility. This is admitted in paragraph 12 of the written statement. 
We are therefore not calleil upon to embark on an investigation as desired b> the 
respondent. 

The election petition then must be decided on the issue whether the ballot pape^ 
stamped with the official seal indicative of the Legislative Assembly were rightly rejected 
or not. The learned Vakil for the respondent contimils that they were rightly rejected 
because the proper seal was not used. There is a prayer in thj" alternative that a fresh 
election might be ordered!. The election did take place and the only question before us is 
which of the two candidates ha<l a majority <»f votes We cannot therefore direct a fresh 
election. 

For the petitioner, Halsbury’s Laws of England, Vol. XII, page .117, was quoted. The 
case of Cirencester 4, O'M. an<l H. 19.5. is the ease in point. It was held that where the 
evidenct; is that the presidim' officer has iiitemled to make and has in fact made what 
fairly looked at indicates that a recognisable ollicial mark is upon the back of the ballot 
papers, the ballot paper is not to be rejected for want of the ollicial mark. As observed 
by the learne(l Vakil for the resp^’iident, this does not help ns Then the ejnestion was 
whether any official mark was used at all. Here we have a case wliere a wrong official 
mark was used. There is no guide for us in the English cases for apparently no such 
ease ever occurred in Englaml. We propose to fi>llow tlie rule of equity and good 
conscience, 'fhe law that a ballot paper must be rejected winch has not on its back the - 
official mark was dcsigne l to set at rest the question whether tlie particular ballot paper 
was issued by the ptdling officer. Here tJiere is no diuibt ihai these ballot papers were 
stamped by tlie polling officer witii a wrong official seal and issued to tho voters. \Ve 
hold that the votes reconlod in these ballot papers in tlio petiti<»ner's favour should b»* 
counteil for the iietitioner unless otherwise imalil. We liave carefully examined the 
rejected ballot papers and we find that there was a clear majority of votes in fa\our of 
the petitioner. We ho’.d therefore that the elecliim of Maulvi Katiuddiu Ahmed.sbould 
be declare<l void and should be set aside under section 14 (clause ('). We hold that the 
jietitioner should be declared to be duly tdected to tlie Bengal Legislative ('ouncil. 

In the peculiar circumstances of the case we recommend that the parties should bear 
their own costs.

Report. 

This is a petition of Maulvi Mahmud Suhrawardy against the election of Maulvi 
Zunoor Ahmed from the Burdwan Division South (Mahoinedan) (.Constituency. The 
latter was elected hy the narrow majority of three votes. The petitioner asked for a 
scrutiny and recount on certain grounds. The respcmdent filed a recrimination petition 
under Rule 42 of the Bengal Electoral Rules after depositing the security required under 
Rule Ilf) and intimated that he would give evidence that the election of the petitioner 
would have been void if he had been the returncMl candidate. 

Issues were framed and witnesses examined. We were considering whether the 
petitioner had made out a primd facie case for a scrutiny and recount when the petitioner 
tiled an application for leave to withdraw from his peiitioii. The respondent did not 
oppose the petition of withdrawal. lie in his turn gave up his petition of recrimination. 
The parties agreetl to bear their own costs. 

The petitioner state<l that he was in ba<l health and that he realised that his petition 
involved a pndonged einpiiry, whicli he was unable to attend to. We examined the 
petitioner and the respondent and we are satisfied that the petition of withdrawal has not 
been induced by any bargain or consideration. Wo therefore allow the petition to be 
withdrawn. We recommend that the parties should hear their own costs.

following route, \iz., from the existing tramway lines in Lower Circular Road opposite the 
i.’alciitta Tramway Company’s Nonapukiir Power Station via Lower Circular Road and 
tne new Park Street Extension into the Karaya area where the Tramway Company intend 
to erect a shed for the accommodation of traincars ; and that the said proposal has been 
approved by the Corporation of Calcutta, and sanctioned by His Excellency the Governor 
acting with his Minister under section 3 of the said Act.

NOTIFICATION. 

No, 161,—The 14th April 1024, —In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 6 
and 11 of the Canals Act, 1864 (H^ij^al Act V of 1864), the Governor in Council is pleased 
to make the following revised rules and rates of tolls for the Calcutta and Eastern Canals, 
Tolly’s Nala and Sundarbans Steamer Route, with effect from the 10th May 1924, in 
supersession of all previous notifications on the subject:— 

Revised Rules and Rates of Tolls. 

The rules shall apply to the following navigable channels which are included under 
the designation “ Calcutta Canals and Tolly’s NaJa ” and the “ Sundarbans Steamer 
Route.” 

I. The Circular Canal comprising the still-water canals between the Dhapa ant^ 
Chitpore Locks and the New Cut Canal from Ultadingi to Dhapa Lock, together with its 
junction with the river Hooghly and Orange Soorah at Dhapa. 

II. The Central Lake Chanind from its junction with the Circular Canal at the 
Dhapa Lock to its junction with the Bidyadhari at Bamunghatta. 

III. The Nowbhanga khal extending northwards for a mile from its junction with 
the Central Lake Channel below the Dhapa Lock. 

IV. The Soorah from its junction with the Central Lake Channel below the Dhapa 
Lock and extending to the fish market situated adjacent to, and to the west of, the Dhapa 
Inspector’s residence. 

V. Tolly's Nala extending from a line drawn across the Nala 25 feet west of the 
Hastings Bridge at Kiilderpore to the Bidya«lhari river at Samukpota. 

VI. The Kristoporo Canal extending from a point in the New Cut Canal, 1 mile 
4,700 feet from the Chitpore Lock to a point where it joins the Bhangore khal at 
Kantatala. 

VII. The outfall channel of the Tnakurdhari sluice. 4,180 feet in length, extending 
from a point in village Thakurdhari near the r>th mile-post of the Kristopore Canal to 
the Thakurdhari sluice on the Baran ChaprasBs khal. 

VIII. The Sundarbans Steamer Route as defined in notification No. 71, of the 22nd 
July 1922. 

1. Every vessel on entering the C’alcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nala shall be liable to 
iiioasunMnent for the purp(»ae of ascertaining the tolls payable ; in case of any reasonable 
doubt arising, the persons ap])oinled by the Governor in Council to collect tolls and 
officers to whom such persons are subordinate shall have authority to enter upon and 
again measure a vessel notwithstanding that it was measured on entering the canals. 

2. Vessels for the purposes of the determination of tonnage shall be divided into 
two classes as below':— 

(J/a.^s L —To include all vessels of the usual native types of build, including saltees 
and hapars (fish cages). 

Class II ,—To include all steamers, fiats and barges, and other square built 
vessels. 

The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for Ihe purposes of 
Act V (B.C.) of 1864 and of these rules, bo determined by the following measure¬ 
ments :— 

Class I.— 

A. —The product of one quarter the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as 
equal to the number of maunds upon which toll shall bo levied. 

B. —The measurement of the length is to bo made in feet, rejecting inches : the 
measurement of breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting 
any remainder of less than a quarter of a foot. 

C. —The maiindage on which the amount of toll is calculated shall be reckoned to the 
nearest integral multiple of 12^ maunds, any remainder of less than 12] maunds being 
rejected. In the case of vessels exceeding 5CK) maunds by measurement, the maundage 
shall be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds, rejecting any remainder of 
less than 50 maunds. 

D. —SftItMSa—The product of one quarter of the inside length of the vessel, measured 
along the centre line from stem to stern, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the 
vessel, multiplied by the greatest depth measured from the Top to the interior bottom of 
the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the number of maunds upon which tolls shaiy)e 
levied. 
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Class II.— 

For veBfielH of clasfl II the number of mauuds obtained by the system of measurement 
prescribed for vessels of class I, sliall be increased by one-half. For vessels of this cldss 
above 5,000 maunds rm^asurement the maundage shall be reckoned to tho nearest integral 
multiple of 500 maunds, rejecting any remainder of iess than 500 maunds. In tho case of 
steamers, the maundage dettjrniined as above shall be reduced by one-third as an allowance 
for engine space. ^ 

For vessels of class II which are furnished with reliable way-bills, the gross maund¬ 
age of cargo shown by the way-bills, or in the case of steamers, the maundage obtained 
from multiplying the registered tonnage of the steamer by 27, may, at the option of the 
employer of the vessel or the steamer (as the case may be), be taken as the maundage on 
which toll will be charged : 

Provid(»d that firms or individuals, who wish to make use of this rule, must be 
approved by the Superintending Engineer of tho Southern Circle, and that such approval 
may bo withdrawn for any just cause. 

. Every vessel entering tho canals shall bo furnished with a ticket on which the 

iiamo of the serang, manjee or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of entry, tho 
maundage of the vessel, the cargo it contains, the amount of toll charged, and the number 
of days for which the ticket remains current, shall be entered. 

4. All tolls are jiayable on demand and shall be paid at the toll station before a 
vessel is permitted to proceed: Provided that the Superintending Engineer of tho 
Southern Circle may at his discretion permit vessels belonging to individuals or firms of 
recognised standing to proceed without pre-payment^ on an undertaking that the bills for 

^tollagodue shall be liquidated monthly on presentation. 

5. The ticket must bo kept on board the vessel and must be produced for inspection 
when demaiidtHl by any person authorised to collect tolls, or by any ollicer to whom such 
l)erson is subordinate. If on demand the ticket is not produced, such person or ollicer shall 
assess the tollage as provided in rule 2 and shall reipiire payment of toll, and unhss and 
until the toll is paid, or tln', original ticket or a duplicate is produced as evidence that toll 
has already been paiil, tho vessel shall be liable to seizure and detention under the provi¬ 
sions of section IX of the Act. 

6. Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the numbers and dates can bo satisfactorily 
establishiMl, will be granted by the collector of tolls on payment of a sum of one rupee 
and annas four : Provided that for tickets on which the total tollage is less than live 
rupoos the fee to bo charged for a duplicate shall bo one quarter of the total tollage. The 
minimum foe will be eights annas per ticket. 

7. A vessel which has been detained under tbeso rnles or under section IX of the 
Act may not be removed from the canals without the order of the collector of tolls until 
the toll duo has been paid and a ticket obtained for presentation at tlie exit station. 
During such d(!tontioii the manjee, owner or agent must make arrangements for the 
safety of tlie vessel and cargo. 

8. All vessels, whether the property of (lovernment or of private owners, are liable 
for toll except those specially exempte I under any Government orders in force for tho 
time being. 

9. Vessels may be hauled up for repairs on tho banks of the canals with the previous 
written permission of tlie supervisor appointed by the Governor in Council under section 
XIII. A rent calculated at orie-sixtii the rate of ordinary demurrage will be charged for 
the time tho vessel occupies the l)ank. No vessel may bo launched in tho canal without 
the previous written permission of the supervisor, 

10. At places where mooring posts have been provided by the supervisor, vessels 
desiring to moor shall be made fast in single lino along the banks to sucii posts in such 
manner the supervisor may ilirect and shall not be moored in any otlier manner. 

11. The Superiiitomling Engineer, Southern Circle, may fix the limit within which 
vessels are permitted to remain free of toll, and may also define the limits within which 
no loading or unloading shall be permitted. 

12. No vessel whose extreme breadth including overhanging cargo exceeds 35 feet 
will be permitted (o enter the locks at Chitpore or Dhapa : in the case of the Kulti and 
Ikununghatta Locks the maximum width allowable is 29 feet. 

13. The supervisor may, by written notices to be posted at the toll offices, prohibit 
the dropping of anchors or the putting up of bamboos or higgees in any specified part of 
tho canals or on the banks. 

14. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal banks in such 

manner as may be directed by the supervisor, and no vessel shall be made fast or be placed 
outside of vessels so secuied. ^ No vessel or raft shall be placed in such a position as to 
endanger the safely, or obstruct the passage, of other vessels. Every vessel shall at all 
ti^es have some responsible person on board whom the vessel is within the locked canals 
b^ween toll stations or on Tolly’s Nala. • 
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15. Vessels passiDg through the canals shall keep in separate lines, in accordance 

with the rules in force as laid down by the Superintending Engineer, Southern Circle, 
from time to time. « 

16. No person shall deposit goods of any description on the berms of the canals 
between the frontage roads or towpaths and the canals, except during the actual process 
of loading or unloading vessels, without the previous permission of the supervisor. 

17. Iron built cargo boats, with outside angle irons projecting beyond the wood(?n 
fenders, will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent fenders are fixed over 
the edges of the angle irons so as to prevent them from causing damage to the lock. 

18. No fire or open or unprotected light of any description shall be used on vessels 
containing petroleum, jute, hay or straw while in the (.'alciitia Canals or Tolly’s Nala ; 
and no fire or open or unprotected light (except in the case of steamers, the galley and 
engine-room fires and the electric light) shall be used on any vessel while in a lock basin. 

19. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in the canals. 
No vessel which is obviously overloaded or unseaworthy will be permitted to priced 
along any part of the canals until made safe to the satisfaction of the supervisor M his 
staff. 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or otherwise, the 
supervisor and his subordinates shall offer every assistance in removing the same. 

If three days after the occurrence of a wreck, it is sc?en that prompt measures are 
not being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel from the line of navigation, 
the supervisor and his subordinates shall make their own arrangements for the reino'"'>i 
of the same at the expense of tho owner, provided that when th^* wreck obstructs^ 
fairway they shall take immediate steps to remove the same. 

21. When a sunken vessel has been recovered, the supervisor shall cause notices to 
be posted at the locks, toll-otlicr^, or other prominent places, calling on those concerned to 
pay to the collector of tolls all toll or demurrage which n:ay be due, as well as the 
expenses incurred in the recovery of tho vessel and cargo ; should the sum due be not 
paid within fifteen days of tho date of notice, the boat and its furniture, or so much of it 
as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be sold under the procedure 
directed in section IX of the Act. 

22. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section IX of the Act 
shall have the right to take it out of the canals on the day of purchase, or within such 
time as may be allowed by the collector of tolls, without payment of tolls. 

23. When any la<lerj vessel which has sunk has been recovered, or when any laden 
vessel hfis been seized under the provisions of the Act, or of these rules, the supervisor 
shall give immediate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or his 
agent, reciuiring the removal of the cargo without delay, and informing him that he will 
bo required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the cargo 
until removed. 

24. If the supervisor bo unable to ascertain the name and j)lace of business or the 
abode of the owner of the cargo of such vessel, the notice prescribed in rule 23 shall be 
effected by a notice e.xhibitod in his office, and by advertisement in at least one English 
and one vernacular Calcutta newspapers. 

25. Steamers are not allowed to tow fiats or cargo boats in the Circular Canal, but 
may tow one fiat or barge at a time astern in the New Cut Canal or Kristopore Canal 
within toll limits. 

26. Lights and signals. —All vessels, whether travelling or moored in the Calcutta 
Canals or Tolly’s Nala, must, between sunset and sunrise, carry a white light properly 
protected from the weather on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen 
from all sides. All steam vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed by the Board 
of Trade Regulations. Barges or boats attached to a steam vessel, whether in motion or 
moored, shall carry the light prescribed above, 

27. Spnod of VOSSOlS.—Every vessel proceeding through tho Calcutta Canals and 
Tolly’s Nala must, between sunset and sunrise, limit her speed to three miles per hour. 

28. For any contravention of rules 7, 11, 13, 14, 15, 16, 18, 19, 25, 26 and 27 the 
person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault shall, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, be liable to a line not exceeding Rs. 50 or Rs. 5 a day for any continuing 
infringement. 

29. No boats will be allowed to remain in the entrance channels to the Dhapa and 
Chitpore Locks. 

30. The canals may be closed once a year for effecting the necessary repairs to tliein 
on one month’s notice of the intention so to close them being -^iven ; but in the event of 
any sudden emergency the canals may be closed at any time without prior notice, and no 
claim in such case by owners of vessels or others for compensation on account of deIPntion 
shall be entertained.

Notk 1.—Loaded vessels entering the Nala and again leaving by the station of 
entry will be charged the prescribed toll on entry according to canal 
measurement and when leaving will again pay tolls in accordance with 
canal measurement, if loaded.

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Notb 6.—Loaded veBsels entering the canal at Chitpore and again leaving vid 
Chitporo will be charged the prescribed toll on entry according to canal 
measurement, and when leaving will again pay toll in accordance with 
canal measurement, if loaded. If empty, they will bo passed out free 
of any further charge. A vessel returning with the same cargo will bo 
assessed a second time on leaving the canal. 

Note 7. —Empty vessels entering at Chitpore “ to loa<l ” and again leaving vid Chit- 
pore will pay toM on entry according to the usual line of immersion and 
no further toll will be payable on leaving, provided the draft of ihe vessel 
does not exceed the usual line of immersion as previously determined. 
If there is an excess, toll will be payable on the aclditioiial maundago at 
the prescribed rate. 

Note 8.—Through vessels entering at Chitpoie and leaving at Dhapa or Kristopore or 
vice versa will be passed out at the terminal station free, provided the 
maundage on leaving, according to canal measurement, does not exceed 
that on entry ; if there is an excess, the additional maundage will be 
charged for at the proscribed rate. 

Note 9. —The tollage rates for items 3, 4 and 5 are for the single trip only. 

Note 10.—Vessels entering at Dhapa and Kristopore will bo passed out free at tmj 
station of entry, provided the maundago does not exceed that when 
entering ; if tlu^re is an excess, the additional maundage will be charged 
for at the prescribed rate. 

Note 11.—(1) Monthly tickets are, at the option of the payers, issued to boats carrying 
passengers, grass or perishable articles going to the Orphanganj Bazar 
or proceeding outside the Dhapa Lock. The cost of these tickets is at 
six times the ordinary toll as calculated by the above rates if the 
tickets are issued at tlie supervisf)r’s othce, and at ten times the ordinary 
toll as calculated by ihe above rates if the tickets are issued at the toll 
stations at Dhapa or Kidderpon*. 

(2) Montlily tickets at ten times the ordinary toll as calculated under item 1 
of the Sclieiiule for entering the canals from the eastward will be 
issued to boats carrying passengers, vegetables and perishable goods 
for plying within the Circular, New Cut and Kristopore Canals. These 
tickets will not entitle the boats to pass through the Dhapa or Chitpore 
Lock, but they will be allowed to pass the Kristopore toll-station. 

Note 12. — Demurrage, —Every vessel, raft or float, which has paid toll, shall be 
allowed three days for passing through the Circular, New Cut and 
Kristopore (hiiials and two days for Tolly’s Nala between Russa and 
Kidderpore, and three days for the reach o it^ide Dhapa Lock, the days 
of entering and leaving being both included. Jn addition to these 
• periods, they may, without furtlier payment, remain in the canals for 
the additional undermentioned periods, that is to say— 

Vessels, —Two days for the first hundred maunds and one day for every 
hundred maunds above the first hundred maumls. 

Floats, —Two days for any number of timbers not exceeding fifty, and 
one day for every additional fifty. 

Rafts, —Two <lays for any number of bamboos not exceeding five hundred, 
and one day for every additional five hundred. 

Every vessel, raft or float remaining in any part of the af«>reRaid canals 
longer than the period allowed under th(» foregoing rules shall, for eaeh 
day in excess of such period, be charged demurrage equal to one-half of 
the toll payable under the schedules above, provided that the demurrage 
charged shall in no case exceed Rs, 7-8 per diem. 

(Open dinghies accompanying large boats are entitled to the same 
demurrage allowance of time as the parent boats.) 

Note 13.— Steamers or flats passing through the Lower Sundarbans channels must 
pay tolls at the rate of Ks. 10 each per single trip, and barges at the rate 
of Rs. 2 each per trip. 

Note 14. — Additional toll. —All boats, steamers and flats, after passing out of the 
Dhapa Lock must proceed outside the toll limit at Hamunghatta within 
48 hours; otherwise a fresh toll will be levied in accordance with the 
rules in force. 

Note 15.—(1) During the period of closure of Tolly’s Nala at Samukpotta, vessels 
laden with tirowoo<l will be permitted to proceed from the Bidyadhari 
or Bhangore khal to Tolly's Nala and back through the Circular, 
New Cut and Kristapore Canals vid Kidderpore on paynnmt of two 
rupees and eight annas per hundred maunds by canal measurement. 
Vessels plying under this concession will not "be permitted to unloa<l 
their cargo except in Tolly’s Nala and must return empty, Infringe¬ 
ment of this rule will render such vessels liable to the ordinary lollago 
in force. 
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(2) Vessels laflen with cargo other than firewood will be allowed a aimilar 
• concession for journeys mentioned in tlie foregoing rule on payment 
of lis. 2-4 per hundred inaunds. On the return voyage only they may 
load in the Hooghly or any of the canals including Tolly’s Nala and 
will pay in accordance with the following schedule :— 

(a) If vessels accomplish the return trip empty, no further toll will 

bis levied. 

( 

(b) If vessels leave Tolly’s Nala with a load not exceeding that on 

entry and proceed out at Dhapa or Kristopore without taking in 
extra cargo on the Hooghly or in the Calcutta Canals, no 
further toll will be levied. 

((;) Vessels leaving Tolly’s Nala with a load exceeding tliat on entry 
will be charged for the additional cargo at Rs. 3-4 per hundred 
maunds. 

(d) Vessels picking up cargo in the Hooghly or in the Calcutta Canals 
will pay the ordinary schedule tolls on all cargo thus loaded. 

Note 16.—Tolls will be levied at the toll otBcos at Russa and Kidderpore on Tolly’s 
Nala and at Chitpore, Kristopore, Dhapa and Bantolla on the Circular 
Canals.

No, iKxc, — The 9th April 1924, —Babu Anukul Chandra Rose, Inspector of Excise 
and Salt, E, I. B., under orders of transfi^r to Chittagong, is allowed three months’ exten¬ 
sion of leave on average pay, in continuation of the leave already granted to him in this 
office notification No. 56Kxc., dated 8th January 1924.

Report. 

I’his is an election petition u|«je\' le 32 of the Bengal Electoral Rules and Regula¬ 
tions of ll)2i5, presented by Rai Pr(^..t/^Knmar Das Gupta Baba<iur of Jiejgaon, district 
Dacca. He was a candidate for eledlLW from ihe Midiiaiiore South noii-.Mahomedan 
Constituency. The only other candidate was Mr. C. R. Das. The Rai Hahadur personally 
delivered his nomination paper to the Returning Officer on the 2n(l January 1924, the date 
appointed for nomination of the candidates. The nomination paper was completed 
in the prescribed form, except in one particular. The number of the candidate in the 
electoral roll of the coiistitueucy in which he was registered as an elector was not filled 
in. It appears that the Bengal Electoral Rules of 1920 <lid not require the insertion of 
this electoral roll numbt*r. The Rai Bahadur was not a .vare that that rule had lieen 
amencletl and came to learn of the amendment wdien filling up the nominatiim paper in 
the otfice lif the Reinrniug Otficer. He wdretl t<» his brother at Hejgaon and also to the 
Subdivisional Officer of Munshiganj. His brotlit»r wired back the electoral roll number 
and his election agent Babu Srinatli Das supplied it to the Keinrniug Ollicer by a petition. 
The Subdivisional Officer of Munsbiganj also sent a wire direct to the Returning. Ollicer 
on the 3rd January 1924, supplying him with the Rai Bahadur’s electoral roll nuS^iber of 
his home constituency. The 4th January was fixed for the scrutiny of nomV., ation 
papers. On that date the Returning Ollicer rejected the nomination of the Rai 15ahad,nr 
on the groiitnl that the omission to fill in the number of the candidate in the electoral 
was a vital defect. He found the nomination of Mr. C. R. Das in order, and declared mm 
duly elected. 

It appears, that the petitioner subsequently discovere<l that Mr. 0. R. Das was at 
Bombay or Cocoiiada on the 2nd January when his nomination paper was submitted* 
The petitioner wrote a letter to tlie Chief Secretary to the Government of Bengal in which 
he maintained that there was only a technical defect in his nomination paper while there 
w’as gross irregularity in the nomination paper submitted by Mr. C. R. Das. The 
petitioner was informed that his remedy lay in an election petition. The petitioner 
wrote again on the 22iul January 1924, and asked Government to take steps to remedy 
the irregularities. He ad<led that he could not risk Rs. 1,(KM) to fight an election petition. 
He did not receive any reply. Thereafter he filed the present petition on the 2nd Febru¬ 
ary 1924, averring that the defect in his nomination paper was only technical and 
pleading that, as Mr. C\ R. Das could not have signed the declaration at the foot of the 
nomination paper after the nomination had been duly proposed and seconded, as 
required by law, and that as bis signature must have been put on blank paper or forged, 
the nomination and election of Mr. 0. R. Das may be declared null and void and he himself 
be declared to have been duly nominated and elected for the constituency. 
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During the trial Counsel for the petitioner otlered to accept the .statement of 
Mr. C. R. Dae. Mr. C. R, Das fileil a writtuii statement annexing a statement ot‘ facts 
signed by him. Mr. C. R. Das stateil that he left for Cocimada on the D<*c.*mher 

but that before ho left l^abus liirondra Math Hasmal and Mahendra Nath Maiti had 
approached him and proposed to iioininaU? him from the Mi<lnapore South non- 
Mahomedan Constituency an<l that the day before he left, ht^ accepted the pro[)os:il and 
signed some nomination papers and left instructions to Hahn Ibrendra Nath 
to till up completely one of the said nomination papers in all its details iucli^^^y* 
the date which was to be th ^ date appointed for the nomination, and tliat in pu»'^ 
siiance of this arrangement Babu Birendra Nath Sasrnal tilie«l up the noiriination 
and signed in the place set apart for the signature of the proposer, and Babu M 
Nath Maiti put his signature in the place meant for the signalure of the seeonder.y 
R. Das stated also that he left instructions to appoint Babu Birendra Nath Sasir./*^li>- 
self (if Babu Birendra Nath Sasmal was unwilling to be tin* agent) as his electiofA> 
and deliver the same to the Keturniiig Oflicer, after putting his signature under the 

clause I hcri*by declare that 1 have appointed.to be my election agent,” anu 

that Babu Birendra Nath Sasrnal put in the wortl “myself ** in pursuance of th<*he instru^ 
tioiis. The statement of lacts was eventually accepted h> the petitioner. 

We should mention tl«at at on-‘ stage of the case the learned Counsel fer Mr. C 
Das raised the contention that tlio petition was noty/r/e, the suggestion ap[)ar»* 
being that the (R)vernment had supplieil the potitiom r with funds to contest tin* election. 
The Ucii Bahadur has given bis deposition and he lias stated that, he paid the mmiey from 
his own pocket. We need only say that, in our opinion, the suggestion i> altogether un¬ 
founded. 

Not unconnected with this plea was a petition asking for a stay of the proceedings on 
the ground that the respondent apprehen«led that he woulo not have a fair trial before us 
and that he wantetl time to move His Excellency the Governor to appoint new Corninis* 
sioners for the trial of the petition. Time was given. We were informed that such ! 
petition was fil'd and before writing our report information lias reacheil us that th< 
petition was rejected. In this connection we only think it necessary to say that we dii 
not see any grounds fm* such an apprehension. 

We proceed to consider the meri:s of the case. The facts are not di-^puted now. Th< 
only (juestion being whether the nominations of the two candidates were good or bad, wi 
did not think it necessary to draw up any issues. The decision turi’^ upon the inierpreia 
tiou of Rule 11(5) of the Bengal Electoral Rules. It runs as follows :— 

“On or before the date so appointed for the intJHfetion of candidates, each candidate 
shall either in person or by his proposer and sS^ler together between the hours of 
eleven o’clock in the forenoon and three o’oloi^HR the afrerm.on, deliver to the 

Returing Ollicer...a nomination pape/*;^Ujdeted in ih^^/orm prescribed in 

schedule III and subscribed by the candidate himself as assenting to the nomination and 
by two persons as proposer and secorder, whose namei^are registered on the electoral roll 
of the constituency.” 

The learned ('ounsel appearing for the respondent has taktm two l- gal ol>jections to 
the petition of the Rai Bahadur. It appears tliat after tlie iioniinaiioii <d‘ the petiiiimer 
was rejected, his tdectiun agent withdrew the deposit whicli has to be made uiuler 
rule \2. The contentirm is that the Rai Bahadur accepted the decision nf the Returning 
Ollicer and by witlidrawing the tiepo.^it he is no longer a candi<late. rmler rule 1)2 an 
election petition may be filed by any candidate* or elector. It was arguetl that the 
Word “elector” means an elector of the constituency since it would he ridicuhms for an 
(‘lector ill out* coiislilueiicv to complain ahnut any irivgubirity in another constituency. 
We are disposid to agree, hut we may p<dnt out that the rule, as framed, doe^ not })lacc 
any :iniitati(»ii.on tlie word elector, 'fhe Rai Bahadur is .'‘till a candidaie aca^ording to the 
definition of the candidate in rule inasmuch as he claims that he was duly 

noin^iaied and tliat his nomination paper was improperly rej(‘ct( d. It may be again that 
theljetitioner accepted at first the decision of the Heturning OtliC(*r. If, on consideration, 
grander legal advice he Ibought that the .^iecisioii was wrong he cannot be preclud»‘d 
W|oin questioning the election merely becau-'t( of ihe fact that the d(*|)(‘sil was returned to 
mm. There is no (|iiestion of estoppel. We are considering his position on the 4t]i 
January 11*24. The deposit was there on that dale and if it he foumi that he was duly 
nomin.ited th** case would be met hy the Hai Bahadur redepositing the money. We hold 
that the petition is maintainable. 

The second objection is that the nomination ]>aper of the Hai Bahadur is invalid on 
its face. There are four defects in it. The constituency for which the candidate was 
nominated is menti<med as “ Semth Midnapore” while it should be “ Midnapon* South 
non-Mahome'lan The constituency in which the Rai Bahadur was registered as an 
elector is described as “Munshiganj (Dacca)—Rural” while it should be “Dacca Rural 
non-Mahomedan The name of the proposer is Srinath Chandra Das. It is put down as 
Srinath Ch Das, and he signed as 8rinath Das. The fourth defect is the omission of the 
electortil roll number of the candidate. The Returning Officer considered the first three 
defects technical, but the fourth vital. 

The mistakes in the description of the constituencies are slight, and we do not think 
that they could possibly mislead anyone. In respect of the third defect the leaned 
Counsel has quoted the case of Moorhonse rerstis Linney (l.S Oueen’s Bench Division, 
page 273), where a nomination pa[>er was 'I'^ld to h * bad, by ri‘ason ijf the fact, that the 
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elector subscribed us ChurlVs Artiiur Hunuau when he was entered on the register as 
Charles Burnian. It b^'^d that the discrepancy suggested that there might 

be two persons one called ('harles llurmau and another called Charles Arthur Burman. 
The statute it was saitl however in bowdeii i^rrsus Hesby (21 Queen’s J^ench iJivision 
page 300), does n »t re«|uire that the subscriptions shall ideiuically correspond with the 
^entries of the names on the register. In the present case the identity of the proposer with 
him ic.'aiije on tli«* oloctoral roll is not* questioned. A Bengali with the name Srinath 
dia Das miglit sign himself as Srinath Das, or Srinath Chainlra Das. The defect is 
tt^ry teebnieal and cairies no weight. I 

AVe lia\«* to see whether the omission of the electoral roll number of the petitioner is 
y.’ not.. Tlie learned (’onnsel for the respondtmr quoted the case of Monks 

J 1 Common Pleas Division. ]»age t»S3) for his argument, that the statute must be 
rictly The statute said that the nomination paper must be delivered hy the 
CK himself or by his proposer and secomler. It was held that the delivery by an 

.vUgeiit, riierefore, will not do. In the present ease the ilispule is over the question wiietljer 
Vn is essential that the form in seheilule HI shouhl be filled up in everv i)articular at the 
atet-oflhedeliNery. The ease of llohhs rrrHifs Mostly (1 King’s Bench Division, page 74) 
|Uoted for the principle, that the court had to deciilt* on the validity of the riomina- 
paper itself. The Knglish Law is that the decision of the U»‘tnrning Ollicer if 
m*^'4U)wing the ohji-etion is linai, hat it is not so, if the objection is allowed. It is subject 
to reversal on questioning the election (Parker, page 'I’he Ballot Act lays down that 

no election shall he declared invalid by reason (d‘non-compliance with the rules or any 
mistake in the use of the forms in the schedule, if it ap})ears ti> the tribunal that the 
election was conduct“d in accordance with the principles laid down in the body of the 
Act. Commentators seem to be agreed that mistakes in ilie use of forms wdll nol invali¬ 
date an election. 


Turning to our law it has been recently held tiiat the filling up of the date against the 
Candidate’s name is not essential (S. N. Haider versus S. N. Mallik). The case of Maha¬ 
rajah Sir Mauindra Chandra Nandi versus llon’hle Prohash Chandra Mitter (also 
recently decided), was ref«*rred to for the proposition that tin* nomination paper 
must be complete on the day ot the nomination. As we reail that d^^cision the 
principle laid down was that the candidate must be eligible on the date of the 
iiominati^m. Iii the jiresent case there was no question that the petitioner was eligible to 
stand as a candidate. Only he did not know his electoral roll number. In the rules of 
P,f20 it was not neces.sary to give tlm number. He procured the ndl number and the 
Returning Ollicer was placed in ‘S^ion of that fact before the scrutiny. It may he 
mentinnetl that no objection on th^:V- oint was taken on the side of the respondent at 
the scrutiny. The object of the^fcpirmation required to be funiishtul in the form is to 
allow’ the elector or the coii.stitucijL^an opportunitj’ of testing whether the candidate is a 
duly (|ualilied elector. In this particular case we find that had the descriptions referred 
to in rultj 11(7) been atli.ved in a conspicuous place by the Rtuurning Oilicer. not only the 
necessary roll, but the name of the candidate (a Rai Bahad”r) therein could ha\(* been 
traced therefrom with no more enquiry than wouhl have been necessary, if the 
noiniiiaiion paper had been bt*yond all criticism. We are inclined to hold tliat, in the 
particular circumstance.*? of the present case the pedtiou«*r should be ludd to have 
complied with the provisioiis as to the completion of the nominati<m form. 

Coming to th»' cast* of the respondent if rs {loinietl out by the learnetJ (’ounsel that 
the rules do nol lay dow^ii how the form is to be completed, and, iit fact, in the rules 


the subscription of the camlidate as assenting to the immiiiation comes before the 
subscription of the proposer and the seconder. It is nrgeil, on the other hand, that 
the whole scheme is that the nomination should be in wTiting and be first signed 


by the proposer and s«'Conder, and tlnm assented to by the candidate. It is argued 
that a verbal arrangement is not enough ami, if allowed to prevail, might lead to 
absurdities. It does not appear that the nomination paper has to he filled in at# any 
particular time. It may be iilled up days before the nomination and it inay\Aen 
be presented to the Returning Ollicer before the date fixed for the nomination of 
camliilates Bo that if Mr. R. Das and his proposer and seconder had filled 
the paper before he left for (’oconada it would have b«*en a good nomination paper 
when deliverd on the 2nd January 1924 by his proposer and seconder to the Returning 
Olficer. What he did was to sign the nomination pap^r after he accepted the proposal 
of his ])roposer and seconder and leave it with instructions to them to fill up the other 
particulars. The learned Vakil for the petitioner has (juoted the case of Harman versus 
Park (7 Queen*s Bench Division page 3t59)i 4o show that the nomination paper must 
be fully filled up before it is 8ul)8cribed by anyone. The case was distinguished 
in Cox versus Davies (2 Queen’s Bench Division page 202) on which reliance 
has been placed by the learneil Counsel for the respondent. Here the candidate’s name 
had not been put in when the proposer and seconder signed the paper. It was held 
that if the signatures of the proposer and seconder were taken for filling in of the 
name of a candiiiate that they did not intend it would be a different matter, but that a 
nomination paper signed before it is properly filled up is not necessarily bad. The present 
cagK> is slightly diflferent, in as much as the candidate signed first as signifying his assent, and 
then his proposer and seconder signed afterwards. The learned Vakil asks as to when the 
nomination was made It J’he nomination takes place when the nomination paper properly 
completed and subscribed is delivered to the Returning Officer. The course adopted by 
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the respondent therefore was somewhat irregular, bat does not appear to be contrary to 
any provisions of law. We do not, therefore, think that the nomination was invalid. ^ 

Our conclusion therefore is that the nomination of tlie petitioner was valid and was 
wrongly rejected. Wo also hold that the respondent was duly nominated. The result is 
that the election of’Mr. C. II. Das should bo set aside and a frcish election ordered. 

In the circumstances of the case, we recommend that the parties do bear their<*j —; 
costs. -.-terj

Report. 

This is a ])etition by Maulvi Yaquinuddin Ahmad, one of the candidates at the elec¬ 
tion for the Dinajpur MuliamiiiadaTi Constituency, challen^dn^ the return of the successful 
Candidate Maulvi Kader Bux, respondent No. 1. Brieliy st.ited, the election is challenj^od 
on the {ground that corrupt practices were committeil, viz., (1) a corrui>t practice under 
danse j of Part I of Schedule V of the Klection Rules in that the auent or aireiits of the 
sucfeesWil cainlidate’s ai^ent procured or abetted the personation of a voter .Ihorn Mamud 
M^dal at the. polling; station at lliihra School ; (2) a corrupt practice under the same 
clll^e in that the successful candidate himself ]irocured or abetted the personation of a 
voter Kafuruddin Shaikh at the polling station at the Dinajpur Municipal Otfice ; (3) 
a charj;e umler clause 4 of Part 1 of the said Schedule in that false statenicnts of fact 
relating to petitioner’s conduct w’ere made in the leaflet referred to as exhibit A in 
the petition ; and (4) a corrupt practice under rule 8 of Part II of the said Schedule in that 
the leaflet, exhibit A, does not contain the name and address of the publisher thereof 
on the face of it. On these alh»gationa the petitioner asks that tho election be declar.3<l 
void and that he be declared duly elected. 

Respondent No. I, the successful candidate, denies all the charges; he has also in 
his written statement contended tliat the election petition filed by the pctiticuier is not in 
])roper form, and has not been properly verified ; he also questions the power to allow 
amendment of the petition. 

Respondent No. 2 has taken no pari in tho proceedings. We had no hesitation in 
declining to consider the objections taken by respondent as to the form, verifisatiotT, and 
amendment of the petition allowed by His Kxcellency on the ground that it is not open 
to us to consider what happened from the filing of th^ petition to the appointment of the 
conimission. Wo also held that under rule 33 (5) we have clearly power to allow 
amendment of particulars.

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We also liccidod in respeet of petitioner’s cla'ui to be declared duly elected that the 
prayer could-ncd be seriously entertained. Respondent No. 1 obtained 4,380 votes, 
respondent No. 2 obtained i,:)()4 votes, and petitioner obtained 190. Petitioner declared 
in his petition tliat respondent No. 2 had “ a^^reed that he will not claim his preferen- 
ri^^ht ” and it was assorted at the bar and not denied, thoii;^h not proved, that a 
*** al deed of rel(*aso had lieen executed to that effect. It is clear that such an a^,jroe.- 
*viit can hav(' iio elVeet whalevm* and that it is an interference with the right of the 
^ lectors of tiii* constituency t<» select their re presen tatjj^e liy their votes. Even if there 
rv;^^-^4»en no other candidate it is clear to us that when polling has taken place the 
.'*• ‘ .sioners cannot declare a defeated canditiate to have been duly elected unless after 
p‘ •• out the invalid voles o?i both suies it is found that the claimant has polled the 

' . ' mbi‘r (»f valid votes actually given. We consider in view of the novelty of 

b^A'^lbn procetMlingh in this country that rule 31 of the Electoral ljules ’might be 
amended so as to alfoial some guidance to petitioners as to the circumstances in which 
such a claim is proper. 

K We further decidcil that as the respondent No. 1 accepted respmisibility f(»r the 
blication of the Icatlet, t‘xhil)it A of the petition, which is exhibit 9 of these pro- 
V ediiigs, and as it did not contain the name and address of the publisher on its face the 
K)4 rLh Cornu t ])ractice charged had been cU‘arly made out, hut that as the petitioner 
asserted and it spoiideiit No. 1 admitietl tliat the leaflet was distributed by the agents of 
tliis respondent the omission could not possibl}’' he held to have materially affected the 
result of the election. Under rule 44 (1)(^0 this corrupt practice would not, therefore, 
invalidate tlie election. We acc()r<lingly decliinul to frame an issue on tliis point, but 
reserved for our consi<le:ation the question of what recommendation, if any, siiould be 
made by us as to the i*xem})ti()n of the respondent from tiie dis ]ualification incurred by 
liim. 

After deciding these matters we framed the following issues :— 

(1) I)oi‘S the leatb't exhibit A, containing as it does extracts from the reptirt 

ot the ('oiiimittee on the Amendment of the Bengal 'renaney Act without 
tlie observations in the Note of Dissent thereto, amount to a false statennuit 
us to the conduct of the petitioner ? 

(2) If so, did the respondent No. 1 believe it to be false or did not Indievo it to be 

true r 

(3) Is the statement at tlm bottom of the leaflet, exhibit A, that the committee 

recommended the isals to bo carried into law false ? 

(4) If so, did the vespoiKljf believe it to be false or did not believe it to be true ? 

(5) Was either of such^^ements, if false, reasomibiy calculateil to prejuilice the 

jirospi'Cts (»f the petitioner's election ? 

(fj) Is the charge of personation in p.iragraph 12 {a) of the petition tslabliahod ? 

(7) If so, \Nas the personation at the instance of, or with the connivance of, the 
re-^pondeiit's agent ? 

(S) Is thi! charge of p ersonation in paragraph of the petition established ? 

(9) If so, \\as ilie personation at the instance of, or with the connivance of, the 
re.^poiuleiit ? 

Of these the issues in relation to the leaflet have, at the hearing, been found to be 
the most ini])ortant, and we therefore reserve them to be dealt with last of all. 

Issues Nos. 1) and 7 relatiJ to tlie charge of personation at Ilaiira. Tlie only ovidence 
adduced on this charge is that at that polling station the vote of a man claiming to he 
Jlioru Mamud Mandal was challenged. No further evidence having been adduced liy 
})etitioin*r we decided that no case bad been made out which respondent w.iS called on to 
meet and finii that this charge of jiersonaiion is in no way proved and that issue No. 7 
does not arise. 

Issue No. ' deals with the charge of personation at the Dinajpur Municipal Oliico. It 
is clearly ])roved by the evideiiciJ on both si<les that apart from the man who il^aid to 
have personated Kafuruddin six persons only were present in the polling booth, viz yjie 
Presiding Ollicer, the Polling Officer, the petitionc'r and his polling agent, and the rej^iJn- 
dent No. 1 and his [loliing agent. All these have been examined, and as to must of the fav'.ts 
in connection with the incident there is no dispute. That a man giving his name as 
Kafiirudilin and Ids father’s Jiame as something quite different from Alxlnl Hakim 
appeared at the poll ; that his vote was challenged by the petitioner l>ut that b.e was allowed 
to vote after identification, tlie necessary entries being made in the list of cliallenged votes ; 
that subsequently another man appt*ared who gave his name either as Kafuruddin or as 
something slightly <lifferent from it and his fatlior’s name as Abdul FJakiin, and that liis 
vote was taken on a tendere»l ballot paper, are undisputed facts. 

It was argueil before us that persouaiiou being a corrupt practice a corrupt motive 
must be estaljlislit*d, and that if a man has an innocent motive, or adts under a fjonu Jule 
mistajee, he cannot l)e held guilty of personation. That this is the English law as to 
personation seems certain, and the same view was adopted in this country in the Punjab 
South East Towns case reported at page 1(56 of Hammond’s Indian Election Petitions. 
We are, however, unable to agree with tliis view and would observe that in the precedent 
above quoted the Commissioners followed their decision in the Uohtak case (Hammond, 
page 183) which relates to an offence defined in section 1710 of the Penal Code, in which 
word “voluntarily” occurs, and not to an offence defined in section 171D in which 
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no such word is to bo found. As our view l(?ads to the apparently absurd conclusion 
that a Hian may be convicted of an odeiice under section 17IF, however inri(»cuiit his 
intention, we consider it desirable to give our reasons for the view in ord(‘r that the 
question of removing this apparent defect in the electoral law may be considered. The 
definition of personation in the Election Rules and in tlu^ Fodal Code is taken from the 
English Corrupt and Illegal Practices Prevention Act of ISS3. liy that Act personation is 
declared to be punishable as a felony. The Act itself is silent as to the motive or iuierai^ 
of the offender, but the doctrine of mens rea as applicable to lebmies bas led 
decision in England that before♦ corrupt practice can bt' held to have* been committed*^ 
corrupt motive (which the later authorities show may exist wiihoiil any moral cc^pmJ 
tion) must bo established. In this country the doctriii*- of mnis has 
inapplicable since the passing of th(5 Penal Code on the ground that tho defini/’ . 
offences in the Code describe the intention, knowledge, etc., wliA^ih must he prow '*^ 
a particular olfenc*' can be held to have been committed. We are therefr)re ^ 111*45 
follow the English Courts in applying tin?doctrine of mens rm and are compelled to"fI^ 
to the section itself in the Penal Code and to interpret it as it stands with reTereiice to the 
various definitions in the Code. T'he* section being silent as to ilie intention or kni 
ledge of the ofTemb^r an<l containing, so far as we can see, no wonl tin? definitioj 
which introduces any (juestion of knowh'd^e or intention, it necc'ssarily follows that** 
oflence must hti h<dd to h »ve been committed whenever the recpiisite fads have 
proved, regardless of the intention or knowledge of the otfender. 

There is a further dilliculty in the way of our acce])ting the English rule tiiiu it 
corrupt practice cannot ho proved unless a corrupt motivi* is shown. Every electoral 
oilenee described in Schedule V U called a corrupt practice. In English Law there is a 
clear distinction betwedi corrupt practices and illegal practici‘s, and in the case the 
latter motive; or intention is immateriil Schediib* V inclmles what are corrupt practice^ 
in England as well as what are illegal practices. If therefore the English ruh‘ as to 
corrupt practices be followed, a practice such as the hiring of a liquor shop as a com| 
mittee room, which is quite clearly meant to he forbi»blen absolutely, will in tliis country 
be permissible if the intimtion of the hirer is innocent. 

Wo thercf(»re hold that we are n<»t concerned with the honesty or oJherwHse of the 
person said to have committed p.*rsonaliou, provided his acts fall within the wonis of the 
iMile. V)n the evidence l)(‘fore us in this case weare fully satisfied that is only one 

entry in the Electoral Poll under which either of the two persons who M>ted can come, viz , 
entry No. ,‘iG of Ward D in which the eleotorV is given as Kafurudtlin uml his 

father's name as A Ixlul Hakim. We art; furl her .that eacdi of tlit; two j>ersous is 

(jualilied and that both should have been bn the roll^HBi^e first man's name is that given 
in the rtdl, hut his lather’s name does not tally ; tlu5%PT>nd man's name is, svt‘ are convin- 
ea*d, Kalinfdtlin ah'ns (Jafaruddin ; he gives his father’s naim^ a‘*< Alxlu) Hakun, hut in his 
service roll in the District Jmlge’s ollicc, where he is employed as i process-server, his father's 
name is givtJii as Ilaldin .Muhamimnl. While it would appear to ho more probable that 
the entry in the roll is iuttuided to refer to the second man, it. is imjiossible to siy with 
any certainty that it does refer to him and to him abnie. Personation is a criminal oH’inici*, 
and befnit" tho ollenee can ho hebl to bo established it must be, proviul tliat the person 
entered in the roll is beyond any reasonable doubt some one other than the man charged 
witli personation. We find it impossible to say on the materials before us iliat either of 
these two would he voters is, or is not, the voter entere«l in the roll, nor do we see any 
chance of obtaining any more, light on the matter by callinj^ any further witnesses. We 
accordingly hohl that tins charge of perM>nation Ir.is not be-m j>r»>ved. We wish to add 
that in coming to this concinsion we liavt* considert*d the novelty of election procedure 
in this country and tin; knowledgt' of that procedure which may reasonably be expected ; 
but We would respectfully follow the precedent of the lloston ease in 1S71, wliich is repor¬ 
ted ill 2 O’Malley and JlaVdcastle at page !(;.'> and observe that it by no means follows that 
eitl^r this commission or any other coininission will, even on the same appaiiuit state of 
hold in any subsequent east* that the oU’ence of personation has not been committed, 
or in each case the I'xisting state of knowledge ami the existing circumstances have to 
^ considi red. 

In view of our di*cisioii on issue No. S the (ju *stion raised in issut* No. 9 does not 
strictly arise ; hut us the charge has been made wi; think it only fair to respondent 
No. 1 to say that in our opinion even if Kufiiruddiii, the first enmer, had lu*en hi*bl gui ty 
of personation, Iht; evidence before us in no way’’ establi.slu‘S that the candidate hiinscdf did 
UTiytliing improper. We have not heim asked 10 , ami do not, hoM that piaitioiier has 
intentionally given an untrue account, but a candidate at an election generally views the 
acts of a rival candidate through a <lense cloud of prejudice and his subscMjuenI recolleMion 
of any incident is liable to be affected bv prejudice. The polling agent of petitioner 
admits that the respondent said hi* did not know the man; and alter that statement it is 
obviously impossible to hold that the candidate was abeitingjpcrsonation. We would how¬ 
ever ohserv? that at this polling station the polling ag«*nt of re.spondent No. 1 was the 
brother of tho Presiding Ollicer. We do not consider the latter in any way affected by 
this as he htid no power to refuse to admit any authorised polling agent and there is no 
reason even to suspect in the present case that anything improper was done by either 
of these gentlemen during the voting. Hut the undesirability of such a cb;Se relationship 
between the Presiiling Olficer and the polling agont of one camhdato h obvious, and we 
are surprised that tho agent in question who is a pleader should nut have seen tho 
impropriety of his acting at that particular polling station. 
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We naw turn to the most important question. Although issues Nos. 1 to 5 do not 
specifically refer to the interpretation of clause 4 of Part I of Schedule V it is necessary to 
consider that rale. There can be no question that the leaflet, exhibit 2, contains no state¬ 
ment about the personal character or personal conduct of the petitioner, and it has been 
strongly urged on behalf of the respondent that clause 4 does not apply to statement's of 
fact in relation to the public conduct of a candidate. To decide this point we have found 
^•’jecessary to refer to tlie English autkorities and we desire to express our indebiedness 
learned pleade r for respondent who has furnished us, both on this question and on 
r.^ie other (luostioiis of law discusseil, not merely with cofimentaries on the English elec- 
' on law but with various volumes of O’Malley and Hardcastle’s reports of English elec- 
SOS. The contention urged for respondent finds great support from many expressions 
•** nglish cases, and the rule we have to interpret is practically a verbatim copy 

^ V'i^dish law. But prima facie the. words “ personal character or conduct do not 

jrp i. show that the conduct must be personal, and ajiart from considorutions arising 
ftbiu the conditions of a particular country which will be dealt with later, there is no 
apparent principle on which a deliberately false statement of fact relating to the public 
conduct of a candidate should be permitted by the election law. Only two instances have 
SS n brought to our notice or discovered by ua in which statomeiits as to what was clearly 
[F^*‘4ic conduct have been before the Election Courts in England, but we recognize that 

may be due to the fact that the general trend of the English cases is in favour of the 
vieir that statements as to such conduct do not concern those courts. The first of the cases 
referred to is the Cockormouth case (5 O'Malley and Hardcaatle, page 105). At page 1G3 a 
statement that a candidate voted in Parliament in a particular way is considered. Though 
holding that this was not a criticism of personal coruluct Darling .T. proceeded to find 
that it was to a very large extent true. In the AiterclilTe Division case reported in 
the same volume Walton J. at page 223 states, “ Paragraphs 3 and 4 to my mind relate 
obviously to ])ublic acta and to public conduct alone. I (b> not say that they may not be 
fvithin the Act; ” he then proceeds to decide the case on the ground that the statements 
are not false statements. We are unable to hold that the English authorities definitely 
decide that only statements relating to personal conduct and not those relating to public 
conduct come within the rale. Wo would observe that it appears to ua a matter worthy 
of serious consideration whether the exclusion of statements relating to public conduct 
from the purview of the rule is desirable under present conditions in this country. The 
English law on the subject was only passed in 1S9%5, and if it was intended to exclude 
public conduct the reason may well have been that the electorate was very largely literate 
and also in the habit of reading ne^^apers, which were numerous and widtdy circulated. 
False statements as to public condu||r #;,'ould therefi^re not be likely to mislead most of the 
electors, and their falsity could be€^fily and speedily shown. These considerations do 
not seem to apply to this country as yet, and in view of the damage which could bo done 
to a c indidate's prospects at an election by the circulation of false statements as to his 
public conduct \ve are very doubtful whether the rule was ever intended in this country 
to exclude such statements. We are, however, relieved of the necessity of deciding this 
question definitely in view of oiir conclusions on the question whether the present case 
can be brought within the rule at all. 

The petitioner’s case is that the leaflet deliberately ascribes to him opinions on 
the amendment of the Tenancy Act which he does not hold. Respondent’s case is that 
the leaflet deals with the report of the Committee and not with the views of the indi¬ 
vidual members thereof. Wo are fully satisfied that if the leaflet professes to describe 
petitioner’s individual opinions it contains undoubtedly false Blatements of those 
opinions. We also hold that if respondent intended lo deal with petitioner’s individual 
opinions he was bound to refer to the latter's note of dissent before assorting as a fact 
that petitioner held any particular opinion and that if he did not do so he could not 
expect us to hold that he really believed his statements to be true nor even that he did 
not know them to be false. On the other hand, wo hold that if the lealltU was issucal in 
reference to the report of the Committee there w’as no necessity to refer to the Mimses 
of DisbCfit. We further hold that the statement referre<l to in issue No. 3 clearly 
relates to the report of the Committee as a whole and therefore does not come withif 
the rule as to stjitements about a candidate. We have been asked to hold that if a 
leaflet contains statements of fact each clearly true, but the inference which would be 
naturally drawn from them would, owing to the failure to state certain other facts, be 
false, then there is a false statement of facts in the leaflet. We can find no authority 
in support of this view and wt! are not prepared, in view of the undoubted latitude 
alloweil to candidates at elections, to hold that anything except a direct statement of fact 
can come within the rule. Our decisi.m therefore must depend on the answer to the 
question, does the leaflet refer to the individual opinions of the petitioner or to the report 
of the committee as a whole ? After full consideration of the matter we think the answer 
must be in favour of respondent. Wo see no reason to doubt his sworn statement in view 
of the perfect frankness with which he accepted responsibility for the publication, and his 
assertion receives con.siderable support from the view of the leaflet expressed in Exhibit B, 
a letter from one of petitioner’s polling agents which the petitioner filed in Court of 
his own accord. That the fact of the petitioner being a member of the committoe was 
intentionally brought to the notice of the electorate is clear, seeing that his name was 
placed at the head of the list and Dinajpur was printed after it. But after considering 
the leaflet most carefully we hold that the statements of £act contained in it with which 
we ar^ concerned are that a certain 'committee had submitted a certain report and that 
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petitioner was a member of that committee. Both those Htateiiieuts are true ami as the 
electoral law so far as wo can see does not concern itself with opinions, Hu^^'.-stions, 
inferences or innuendoes but merely with statements of fact, we liold that petithmer lias 
failed to bring the leaflet within clause 4. We therefore answer issue No. 1 in the 
negative and hold that issues 2, 3, 4 and 5 do not arise. 

To sum up, we hold that of the corrupt practices alleged the first three have no*^ 
been proved, that the fourth charge under clause 8 of Part II of Schedule V has biifler 
proved, but that the corrupt praftice did not materially affect the result of the electi(»n. 
We accordingly report that the respondent No. J, Maulvi Kader Biix, was duly elected 
by ihe Dinajpur Muhammadan Constituency. We further report tliat Maulvi Kadeu^^^^ 
was guilty of a corrupt practice under clause 8 of Part II of Schedule V in 
published the loatlet (exhibit 2) without the name and address of the publishe»'-< 
face thereof. In view of his frankness in the matter and of tlie fact that 
printing the leaflet is included in his return of expenses filerl before the present petitidff; 
we accept his statement that the oiniflsiou was purely acciilental. In view of the unfami¬ 
liarity of the elector*! law wc accordingly recommend that Maulvi Kader Bux be entirely 
exempted from the disability imposed by rule/) of the Electoral Rjiles. 

We have considered the question of costs hut see no reason to de))art from 
ordinary rule that a person who fails to establish anything but a very minor part of 
case should be inulcte<l iii costs. Wc accordingly recommend that the costs of respomb.mt 
No. I, which we assess at Rs. dOO, should be paid by the petitioner to that respon<lent and 
that petitioner should hear his own costs.

Report. 

This is au election petition from the Calcntla North Non-Mahonie.lan Constituency. 
The election was for the Bengal Legislativo Council. It took place on 14th Novcjpber 
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1923. There were threo c.iu^liiliites, Mr. Jatindra Nath Basu of the firm of B. N. Basn & 
Oo., Babu JCrisla Lai Datt.i, a former Accountant-General of Bengal, and Dr Sashi Kumar 
Sen Gupta. They pulled 1,121, and 80<S votes, respectively. Babu Jatindra Nath Basil 
was declare 1 as duly electeil. The present petition was filed by Dr. Sashi Kumar Sen 
Gupta on the 21 sc D.-ceinber 11)23. The petitioner charged Babu Jatindra Nath Basu with 
V«ing guilty of practically every sorPof corrupt practice enumerated in Schedule V of tlio 
digal Electoral Rules and Regulations. No particulars were given except in respect of 
the corriqit practice mentioned in Part II, section f> of the schcilule, viz., “ the hiring, 
oimjloyrucut, borrowing or using for the purposes of the election of any boat, vehicle or 
'nl usually kept for letting on hire or for the conveyance of passengers by hire”, 
'/aph 7 of the petition states that Jatindra Nath Basu iras bt/ hhnsvlf and Uher persons 
guilty of this corrupt practice. Among others nine taxi-cabs were 4-pecitically 
jrp v-i^oied as having b.^eii useil by him. There .wore two numbers giVon against each 
laii-cab, CU scries being the nurnhers of the cabs and 1880 series being numbers said to 
have been put on them by Babu Jatindra Nath Basu. The petitioner further alleged that 
on the ISth November l‘J23 at the counting of votes when the ballot boxes were opened 
.'•y the Returning Ollicer, his seals were not found o!i some of the boxes and their covering 
f/Ugs and Roino of th** seals weie found brokim and it was further found that the 
;^-'Miinl)er of tho ballot papers in some of the ballot boxes did not agree with the number of 
trie ballot papers as given by tlio prisiding ollicers in their ballid paper account. 

Tho trial of the petition was iixt‘d for the 8th February 1921. The respondent 
appeared before tli.ut diite and siibiiiilted that no particulars had boen given of the various 
alleged corrupt practices ami that the petition ought to be summarily ilismissed so far as 
it was founded on corrupt practices, of which no particulars were given as refjiiired by 
law. It was ploa^ied that in ri3Sp(‘ct. uf paragrapli 7 of tho petition tlui particulars were 
insufiicient and meagre. The respondent did not admit the allegation that the seals were 
found wanting or broktui and i)at the petitioner to strict proof thereof. A copy of this 
petition was given to tho doctor. On the date fixed 8tli February) the loarneil 

Counsel appearing for the petitioficr informed us that he would limit his case to para¬ 
graph 7 and paragraphs 11-lil ami first part of paragraph 14 of the petition, i.e., to the 
hiring, etc. of the taxi-cabs and the al)sence of seals on tlie boxes and bags. The petitioner 
was directed to give as far as possible particulars of the other persons (»n his behalf” 
mentioned in paragraph 7 and to indicate some voters by name or iuiinl)i*r who wero 
alleged to have been conveyed in the taxis mentioned in tlio paragraph. The issues 
fixed wero :— 

No. 1. “Was there any employing, borrowing and using of vehicles as 

alleged in paragliapli 7 ? If so, did it materially alTcct the result of the election ? ” In 
respect of the matters meiitioneti in paragraphs 11-11 we were not satisfied that any rule 
or regulation was infringed or that the Returning Officer had done anything wliich lie 
should not have (lom» or that he had not clone anything which he should have done. The 
petitioner was asked by us to make out a primd facie case and the issue frainccl was 

No. 2, Was there any non-compliance with any rule or regulation framed under tho 
Act ? If so, has the result of the election been materially all’ected thereby ? 

The petitioner supplies for particulars on the l^th February 1924 to the efi’ect that 
Jatindra Nath Basu either by himself or in his name or through agents in the name of 
Jatiiuiranath Pal or Bisses war 8en or Gohardlian Do engaged the cabs mentioned in 
paragraph 7 of the election petition besides other cabs. It was stated that among others 
one Hhupal Cliandra (/hakraverty and one Khite Bhusan Das, one Jadunath Pal and one 
Ahindra Nath Pal, four canv.isscrs and workers on behalf ot the respondent accompanied 
at least ,00 voters in the said taxi-Ciil)s and other cabs let out for hire “ from the latter’s 
destinations to the polling stations”. The names of 11 voters were given. The p.ditioner 
had nuiiioroiis witnesses summoned. He examined 39 including himself. The respon¬ 
dent examined 11 witnesses including liimsoif. % 

We take up issue Nc». 2 first. Gomplaint is made in the petition that the-^octor 


brought to tho notice of the Returning Officer tho fact of the absence of his seals aRj 
requested him to put it on record, but tho Returning Officer refused to dose. jT’To 
Returning Officer, Mr. Roxburgh, was examined and ho deposes that as soon as the first bag 
from Nandalal Bose’s housi? (one of the three; polling stations) was produced in its gunny 
covering, the doctor said he could not find his seal on it. He was asked if his seal was 
affixed on it lie* could not say, hut he said that he had been tobl by his election agent 
that this had l)(*(!ri done. Other boxes were 0])ened. The seals on all four boxes were 
intact they wero locked. Mr. Roxburgh deposed that no tampering was possible, regard 
being had to the arrangements, though in transit it was possible that a seal or two on the 
outer gunny bags got broken or fell off. Mr. K. L. Datta, who got a larger number of 
votes than tho doctor was examined by the petitioner and his evidence is that he did not 
take any action as ho thought it was impossible to tamper with tho seals. The objection 
was apparently not serious and was given up hu the other boxes were opened. Mr. Rox¬ 
burgh ha? deposed tliat there was no complaint in respect of the ballot boxes themselves. 
He was able to produce S out of 11 bags and ho showed that the doctor’s seal (which the 
latter could not find himself) was still intact on ono of the bags. One gentleman deposed 
that ho had put the seal on the sewing of the gunny bag ; but when shown the gunny bag 
with the sowing without a trace of any sealing wax, he could not say where ho had put 
tho seal. The learned Counsel for the petitioner contended that the petitioner had reason 
to |ii8pect that tho ballot papers had been tampered with. It appears that a discassioa was 
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started in a paper called “Forwarl” on the subject and it ia started wilhout objection 

that the pelitioner’s party came to the concUision that seals on all the ba^rH and boxes in 
nil centres had been tampered with. The doctor has deposed frankly that he di.I not 
venture to file this petition until he had th(f support of his party. It is Hii^'t?^‘Sted oo the 
side of the respondent that it is not the doctor’s own view which is being put forward but 
that of the party. All we need say is that the suspicion is entirely imaginary. The 
doctor has said nothing in his dep(»sition contrary to what Mr Roxburgh told us. ^ ’• 
doctor’s nosition is that ho wished to draw attention to the subject for future guidan!^'? 
He desires that gunny bags should not be used, that better bags like postal bags should b4 
used and that there should be a reconl as to who was in charge of the boxes up to 
of the counting. We can leave thtt matter there. 

The suggestion that there may have been a tampering btfcauso of the disc*^'‘-/J| 
between the figures of the presiding odicors arni the figures actually found inifr’ • ' 

boxes appears to he even more groundless. There were m arly 2,000 ballot jiapers"" 

The discrepancy is only r>. According to the return under regulation XLIX every ballot 
paper issued to a voter may not have gone info the ballot box ft appears again that 
voting for the Indian Legislative Assembly was going on at the same time. In 
constituency three ballot papers were rejected, because they were meant for the Im' 
Legislative Assenihly. It is possible that these live electors of this constituency put 
papers in boxes meant for the Indian Legislative Assembly or did not eventually exes 
their right to vote. We were rei)eate<lly asked to send for the ballot papers and hold an 
enquiry. We are surpris^nl that it should be thought necessary to institute any enquiry 
on such slender materials. It is not shown that there was any non-compliance with any 
rule or legulation. Issue No. 2 is <1. (?i<le I therefore against the petitir)ner. 

We come to the first is^ue. Under the English Law it is now an illegal hiring to 
let or hire or (‘mpl(»y or use fm* the. purpose of conveying electors to or from the [?olls 
any public stage or l:ackiu‘y-cainage. The oU’ei.ce of illegal hiring becomes an illegal 
practice when commiitt I by the candidate, election ag(‘nt or ^uli-aL:enl and when 
c'ininittetl, tlie election may l)(^ Set asitle. (Parker, page 294-29;')). 'J’he illegal practice 
must be brought home to tin* candidate or his agent. Where several liircMi rncdor-cars 
were lent to a candidate by a friend, but it was proved that, alihongh the candi^lato had 
asked the friend for some cars, lie did not know and had no reason to suppose tlie cars 
Bent had been hired, it was lield that the friend not b' ing an agent no illegal practice, 
for which the candidate was r sponsible, had been committe<l (Last Dorstd b O’m and H.. 
pages 37 and 4<S). With us (the section has Ij^n quoted above*) it is apparently in)t 
necessary to show that the candidate or his agent hSkl the taxis ; hut on the other hand 
the election can only be set asi<le if it is proved thaWl^e result of the election has been 
materiaUn affected by the hiring or use of such taxi-cabs. 

There is a great conflict of evidence t»n the point whetlicr taxi-cabs were used at all. 
On the one hand we liave the pt*titioner and his witn-'sses asserting that from 1 to 100 
taxi-cabs plied all day long displaying Mr. Basil’s placards. On the other hand we ha\e 
the respondent ami his witnesses from the difl’erent centres denying that there was any 
taxi-cab at all on their si«le. Canvassers and workers alleged to have l)epn w'orking for 
Mr. Basil are produced by the petitioner to show that they used taxi-cabs to bring voters ; 
but Mr. Basu and his men nqiudiate these allegations. The petitioner's witnes.ses declare 
that taxi-cabs were noticed and the matter discussed and the numbers of taxi cabs taken. 
Mr. Basil and his men say that the matter was never discussed to their knowledge or at 
any rate never brought to their notice on the polling day. It again appeirs that the 
matter was discussed in the papers and the cont(*ntion of the (lef«*iice is that the 
pelitioner’s party imagined certain numbers of taxi-cabs whicli they put in in the original 
petition and having failed to substantiate their case as regan's these they havi* procured 
other evidence on wliich no reliance can bo placed. It is urged that no witness w ill take 
llK^esponsibility of having furnished the original numbers of taxi-cabs given in the 
peVion. It is pointed out that none of the agents nn'iitioned in tlie |)articulars siipplie<l 
by the petitioner on 18th February 1924 was examined by him and that uf the 11 voters 
lientioned therein only 1 was examined (who did not support the petitioner) and that 
they produced various other wdlnesses to prove that fibout 47 others were taken to the 
poll in taxi-cabs (S or 9 have ih'posed for tin* clefence showing that the evidence of these 
witnesses is not reliable). It is pointed out that taxi-cab drivers, partisans of Mr. K. L. 
Datfa and the doctor and so-culloil independent men are produced at the last moment to 
[)rove that numerous taxi-cabs were used. Uoniplaint is made that the petitioner w’as in 
possession of a volnine of evidence which he did not <lisclose and that he was allow’ed to 
examine witnesses in violaticm and in breach of the ilirections given and cent?ary to the 
law on the subject. Particulars, said Lord Justice Lindley, are in the natun- of an 
indictment (1895, 2 Queen’s Bench, p. 152). It is urged that the particulars liave been 
given a go-hye and evidence produced at the last moment with the evident object that 
the sitting member would not bo able to meet it. It is contended, however, on behalf of 
Mr. Basu that wdien they have been able to test the evidence prcduce»l, it has been found 
wanting and that the whole ovidoiice produced doe.s not stand (he test of examination. 
It is acknowledged by the learned Counsel for the pnitionor that he may not know of 
the particulars, but that when ho has thorn he should sup])ly them to enable tlie sitting 
member to defend his oas *. Ilis argument was that he did lu.t know them. It :ii»pears 
that Revati Babu, a moinbor of the (’ongress Party, took charge of the caso and he 
procured the evidence. He may be an estimable man, hut although he was present in 
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Court throughout, ho dhl not come into the witness-box and inform us when and how hn 
was able lo get all this evidence. This case is the first of its kind in India and we 
con8idere«l it desirable to take all the evidence offered in order to luive as full an enc|uiry 
as is possible. The exaniination of the witnesses is open to the interpretation that most 
of them had been approached by Revati Habu before tlio further particulars were 
‘.^'^jrjiished and the nature of the evidence in the petitioner’s possession was kept back in 
to take the i*es})ondent by surprise. The (|uestion now is whether this evidence 


'' lid be beliexed or not ^ 

The charge that Mr. J. N. Ilasu was by himself or other persons on his behalf 
of einj)loying taxi-cabs has failed. The petitioner did not examine the three agents 
;ed in the particulars. The respondent examined Risheswar Sen. No question'' 
''.J .0 him about Mr. Hasu or his agents hiring the taxi-cabs. The four canvassers 
ill the iiarticuiars were examined by the petitioner. Rhiipal (’handra 
(/iTt«f*raverty’s evidence is of no assistance. Ilti saiil that he thought the motor in his 
charge was a taxi, because the driver was a Sikh. Jadunatb Pal, Ahiiidralal Pal and 
Tvhitibhusaii Das Gupta liave given jiositive evidence that they worted for Jatiii Rabii 
each says that ho brought voters in a taxi-cah. They said that they worktd at the 
^Vanco of Ral)u Cromatha Nath Clioudhury. Ahindralal Pal alleged that he wont to 
H^in Rabu's and got a taxi from Jatiii Rabu and took it to Promatlia Rabu. Jatin Babu 
amSilh'omatha Ikibu (a young zamindar and banker) deny knowing thorn at all. It is 
not insignificant that (hose young men came from IG-l, Abhoy Charan Mitter’s Street, 
where one of the principal canvassers of the doctor, a cousin of Khitibhusan, lived and 
worked for the doctor. Ahindra deposed that he took among others Sarat Kumar Mitter 
(the son of a High Court Jii<lge) in his taxi. Sarat Kumar Mitier deposed for the 
respondent and stated that he‘did not know Ahindra and that he went to the poll in a 
private motor-car. The pditioner examined Snresh Cliaiidra Rasak who says he noticed 
about ten taxis working for Jatin Rabu and carrying about 25 to 30 voters. He had 
forked for Jatin Halm before the election day, but had left his work either because he 
was not getting enough money or because he was not being paid in advance. Obviously 
this witness has a grievance against Jatin Habu or liis agent Durga (3iaraa Rabii. Rinoy 
Krishna Roy was examined also as a canvasser of Jatin I’abii and he deposed that Horn 
Chamlra Ghosh had given him a taxi, Rinoy Krishna’s brother Jibau Krishna was 
examined and he dt‘po8od that he was taken to tho poll in a taxi by Hem (Jhaiidra 
Ghosh. HfJiri Cliaiidra Gliosh, who is a relative of Mr. J. N. liasu and who worked for 
liiin, deposes that these two m m wero#tvorkiDg for the Swaraj Party and not for Jatin 
Rabu. Jiban Krishna’s evidence be saw Jatindra Mohan Rose a voter coming ia 

a taxi. The latter (the Senior As^tant of the Director of Industries) has deposed that 
he was f(‘tciied from his office by bis son in a car Ixdonging to .latin Rabn’s sidi‘ and be 
was not cross-examined as to xvlicther it was a taxi. Rabu Jatindra Natli Basu is emphatic 
in his denial that any taxi-calis wore used. He has examined his nuui from the different 
centres who are equally emphatic. They are men of responsibility and position. Our 
impression is that this evidence produced by the petitioner is not reliable. 

We do not propose to examine the rest of the evidence al great length. The doctori 
bis brotlic^r a jirufcssor, Mr. K. L. Datta and others have diqjosed that they saw taxi-cabs 
bearing Mr. B«isu’s |)Iacards. It is nut likely that they are telling an untruth. Some 
taxi-cabs must have boon there. It is difficult to say how they came in. It appears that 
Mr. Basil ar'ked many friends (Marwaris included) to supply their private, cars. It is not 
impossible that some of these friends sent taxis among the private cars. We teel ex¬ 
tremely doubtful however that taxis in any large nuinliors were used. 


Wc learn that the use of taxi-cabs was a feature in the election in Calcutta and the 
neighbourhood. It appears that Messrs. Cook & Co. have a fleet of about lOR taxi-cabs. 
About 30 generally are on the road. They boar the number C. C. series. Quite 
a large number was sent out on election days with - the metre removed and ^the 
C. C. number covered over by the numbers in J880 series (1S8() being their gawlgc 
number). The suggestion was that Messrs. Cork Co. supplied a large number of 
these cars to Babu Jatindra Nath ibisu. It was suggested that Gobardh.ati PA 
one cd the DirectoiB of the Company, was a relative ot Mr. Basu. This was denied bj 
Mr. Basu and Mr. Basu deposed that he had road tho rules and had iinprcssod on his 
agents and workers not to us«* any taxi-cabs. The petitioner examined Tin Cowri Bosu 
of the firm of Messrs. Cook Co., but ho did not support the petitioner. His evidence 
was that ihe taxis were being got reatly for Sitanatb Ral (a candidate from another 
constituency) for his use on tlia 15th November and that on this particular date, viz., 14th, 
he sent out only 12 taxis to Sitanatb I’al in response to a telepone message from Madaii 
('o., who ordered tin? cars for Sitanatb Ral. Ho was positive tnat no cars were sent out 
for Babu Jatindra Nath Basu on this date. It appears, however, that Messrs. Cook & Co. 
are ready to hire out taxis as private cars (after taking the metre out) on advance payment 
and it seems to ns not impossible that some of Mr, Basil’s friends might have hired some 
taxis and sent them out mixed up with their own cars for Mr. Basil’s use. The petitioner 
oxamiiied three taxi-drivers who were at the time in the employment of Messrs. Cook & 
(h)., BinnHii Kauta, Thakur Rada and Rajeiidra Ral, and they deposed that they drove out 
taxis which were used for Mr. Basil’s election. Acconling fo two of them at least Revati 
Babu must have been aware of their evidence Iiefore the date on which further particulars 
were furnished ; but they are not mentioned therein. Tin Cowri Bose deposes that at this 
time Rajendra was working elsewhere. Bimala Kanta and Thakur Pada may have driven 
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taxi-cabs and worked in the election for Mr. Bas*i ; but their evidence that they went out 
8 or 9 in number has to be accepted with caution. They are not men who are above 
influence. It is to be noted that Thkurpada was not even suniinoned. 

The orij^inal list given in the petition was obtained by Revati Babu accor<lin^» to the 
doctor. Now there is somcj discrepancy in the evidence as to when Revati Babu obtain * 
it. The learned Counsel for the respondent urges that the list must have been obtain- 
after the petition was filed. The list is admitted to have been made by Jiban Krishna Saha, 
a canvasser of Mr. K. L. Datta. .m)aa Krishna deposed that he had given the number:^ 
Mr. K. L. Datta; but Mr. K. L. Datta denied that he ever consulted Jiban Kriif^T 
Revati Babu is said to have gone to Babu Hari Sankar Pal and the latter sent for 
this list and gave it to Revati Babu. Jiban, however tells bomewhat difTereut stos 
think that the petitioner got the list prepared by Jiban ; but there is no guaran^fe 
the list was correctly prepared by Jiban. He was in service at one time in Spence» 
Hotel for two or three years and was dismissed. He professes even now not to know 
ihe reason for his dismissal. 

Mr. K. L. Datta made a list himself. He wrote a letter to Mr. Roxburgh at one 
giving the numbers. It was marked “Private” and “(Confidential**. Mr. Roxburgh hai 
deposed that 20 or WO numbers were probably mentioned. Mr. Roxburgh did n^ 
preserve the letter. It woubi be unsafe to act upon the supposition tha 
there were 20 or JO taxis used. Passions at election time run high. Obviously 
Mr. Datta wrote to Mr. Roxburgh /nerely to score a point against Mr. Basu. It may be 
doubted whether he was serious since he did not keep a copy of the letter and did not 
intend to follt>w up his complaint. Another list comes from Pnlin Behari Mitter, an 
election agent of Mr. K. L. Datta. He says he did not show the list to Mr. K. L. Datta. 
He produced a note-book from which he gave the numbers of 11 cars in 1880 series. Two 
of these numbers agree with 2 in the list made by Jiban Krishna Saha and mentioned 
in the original petition. We are not dispcised to accept a list flung at us at the last 
moment. Mr. Basu has deposed that the feeling between him and Mr. K. L. Datta w^as 
embittered and it is ncdiceable that the lists or the effective evidence about taxi-cabs come 
from his side. The doctor’s brother said he had made a list, but ho lost it. The evidence 
is that taxi-cabs were noticed and the matter discussed, but there is a wide divergence 
between the observation of different people. Mr. K. L. Datta thinks 60 or 70 or even 
100 taxis were used. Basanta Kumar Bose, an onlooker, was examined and he deposed 
that there w^as a discussion among canvaipers, but he c'told see only one. The evidence of 
people that they saw 20 or 25 taxis is open to th«||bjection that they may have seen 
1 or 2 taxis coming backw’ard and forward and jumped to the conclusion that 20 or 25 
taxis were used. If taxis were used in such large (luantities, there was nothing to prevent 
the workers of the rival parties in taking the number and comparing notes and ascertain¬ 
ing tlie exact number used. Our impression is, therefore, that some taxis were noticed, 
hnt not any large number of them and that the matter has been discussed since and the 
imagination of witnesses fed by such tiiscussion until they have come to the conclusion 
that a very large number of taxis was used. 

It appears that Mr. K. L. Datta had 120 private cars besides horse carriages and he 
polled only 9% votes. Mr. Jatindra Naih Basu had 110 motor-cars and about JO carriages. 
There is no reason to believe that he could not command as many private vehicles as 
Mr. K. L. Datta. With 140 at his <lispoaal he could have brought his entire body of 

supporters— 1,121 in number—^o the poll by putting about S voters in each vehicle and 
by using it only once. Estimates therefore by petitioner’s witnesses to the effect that 
some vehicles carrie<l no less than 15 or 20 voters in the course of the day seem to 
us to be entirely fanciful. Mr. J. N. Basu’s majority over the next candidate—we may 
note—was 125. If we could believe from the evidence that 50 or 60 taxis were used, 
we might have held that this was suflicient to show that the result of the election was 
materially affected thereby, but even then the question would arise whether the voters 
carrie(Pin those taxis would not have voted as they did or would have refrained from 
the taxis had not been there. Assuming that 125 voters were so carried and 
thgfchey voted for Mr. J. N. Basu, if they would have voted for him in any caso how 
co^ it be said that the result of the election was materiiilly affected by their carnage ? 
We note in this connectitm that the alleged voters who were examined by petitioner 
v^ere not questioned by him on this point. They were not asked for instance Would 
you have voted as you did if you had had to walk ? ” If again the vote has to be rejected 

as tainted it is not impertinent to ask whether the voter knew or had reason to beli«ve 
that he was being taken to the poll ill a forbidden conveyance It may be a very hard 

matter to upset an election under section 5, Part IT of Schedule f) read with rule 44 ; 
but wo are not concerned with that. Holding as we do on the evidence that only a 
very few taxi-cabs could have been used, our conclusion is that it is not established that 
tl.e result of the election has been materially affected by such use or employment. 

We hold therefore that this election petition should be dismissed. It is a case where 
some costs ought to bo granted to the respondent. We recommend that the petitioner 
should pay the respondent’s costs, Counsel’s fees being estimated at 5 sold moliurs for 
each day of the hearing.
